Thomas  L.  Judge,  a  Democrat  who  previously  served  Montana  in 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  was  in¬ 
augurated  as  the  state’s  youngest  Governor  on  January  1,  1973.  Re¬ 
elected  in  1976,  he  is  currently  serving  his  second  term  as  Governor. 
Born  October  12,  1934,  he  was  educated  in  the  Helena  public  school 
system  and  is  a  graduate  of  Notre  Dame  University  with  a  degree  in 
Journalism.  For  12  years  prior  to  his  election  as  Governor,  Judge 
operated  an  advertising  agency  in  Helena.  He  was  the  youngest  legis¬ 
lator  in  the  House  of  Representatives  when  first  elected  in  1960.  After 
serving  three  terms  in  the  House,  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate 
in  1966  and  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1968.  He  was 
Chairman  of  the  National  Lieutenant  Governors’  Conference  in  1972, 
was  named  Montana  Jaycees  Outstanding  Young  Man  of  1967,  Notre 
Dame  Man  of  the  Year  in  1966,  and  was  among  the  TIME  Magazine 
200  Outstanding  Young  Leaders  of  America  in  1973.  He  has  served 
as  Chairman  of  the  Federation  of  Rocky  Mountain  States,  and  is 
currently  Chairman  of  the  Western  Governors’  Conference  on  Agri¬ 
culture  and  the  Western  Governors’  Regional  Energy  Policy  Office. 
Governor  Judge  is  married  to  the  former  Carol  Anderson,  a  Registered 
Nurse,  who  as  First  Lady  has  been  actively  involved  in  various  aspects 
of  health  care  for  Montanans.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  sons, 
Tommy  and  Patrick.

A  Roosevelt  County  grain  farmer,  Schwinden  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Montana  Grain  Growers  Association  from  1965-1967,  was 
a  member  of  the  U.S.  Western  Wheat  Trade  Mission  to  Asia  in  1968, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Western  Wheat 
Associates,  Inc.  He  served  Montana  as  a  Democratic  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  1959-1961  and  as  State  Land  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  seven  years,  1969-1976.

Anaconda  in  Montana 

The  Anaconda  Company  and  its  predecessors  have  been  doing  business  in  Montana 
since  the  days  of  the  mining  frontier.  Last  year  marked  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  claim 
staked  on  the  Anaconda  Lode  which  led  to  the  development  of  the  tremendous  reserves  of 
copper  and  other  minerals  beneath  Butte  Hill.  Today,  when  most  of  the  old  mining  camps 
have  been  abandoned  to  memory,  Butte  continues  to  produce.  It  is  the  resource  foundation 
of  a  vertically  integrated  system  for  the  production  of  copper  and  other  minerals,  which 
makes  Anaconda  the  largest  industrial  employer,  taxpayer  and  consumer  in  Montana. 

Anaconda’s  mines,  plants  and  offices  in  this  state  employ  approximately  5,500  Mon¬ 
tanans,  who  receive  annual  wages,  salaries  and  benefits  totalling  more  than  $125  million. 
Anaconda’s  operations  are  also  responsible  for  thousands  of  additional  jobs  in  derivative 
businesses  and  industries. 

The  Company  is  the  most  important  single  source  of  public  revenue  in  Montana,  and  in 
1975  it  paid  more  than  $14  million  in  state  and  local  tax  obligations.  Anaconda  is  also  the 
largest  taxpayer  in  Silver  Bow,  Deer  Lodge  and  Flathead  Counties,  and  a  major  contributor 
to  the  property  valuation  in  all  of  the  communities  where  it  operates. 

Anaconda  spends  more  than  half  a  million  dollars  every  day  to  operate  its  Montana 
mines  and  plants,  and  these  purchases,  wages,  tax  payments  and  other  expenditures  are 
critical  to  the  strength  and  stability  of  the  state’s  economy.  The  majority  of  these  operating 
expenditures  are  paid  directly  to  our  employees  in  the  form  of  wages  and  benefits,  and  are 
subsequently  directed  into  the  main  street  economy  in  cities  and  towns  all  across  the  state. 
The  remainder  of  these  expenditures  go  to  our  schools  and  government,  the  transportation 
and  utility  industries  and  the  hundreds  of  businesses  which  supply  materials,  equipment 
and  services  to  our  operations. 

Anaconda  recognizes  that  thousands  of  people  depend  upon  our  Company  for 
employment  and  business  opportunities,  and  our  primary  objective  is  to  make  Montana 
copper,  aluminum  and  other  metal  products  more  competitive  to  assure  the  continued 
operation  of  our  mines  and  plants. 

The  development  of  the  state’s  mineral  resources  has  created  economic  opportunities 
for  thousands  of  Montanans,  but  it  has  also  imposed  serious  responsibilities  to  mitigate  the 
impact  of  these  operations  on  the  environment.  As  a  developer  of  natural  resources. 
Anaconda  is  a  custodian  of  the  land  and  it  is  obligated  to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to 
protect  the  quality  of  the  natural  environment  that  makes  Montana  a  special  place  to  live. 

In  the  past  five  years.  The  Anaconda  Company  has  completed  or  planned  environ¬ 
mental  programs  at  its  domestic  operations  requiring  capital  expenditures  of  close  to  $200 
million.  And  the  largest  portion  of  these  appropriations  have  been  made  here  in  Montana 
to  comply  with  this  state’s  high  standards  of  air  and  water  quality  and  land  reclamation. 


In  1971,  Montana  operations  initiated  a  two-phase  air  quality  program  at  the  Anaconda 
Reduction  Department  with  the  stated  objective  of  complying  with  all  applicable  state  and 
federal  emission  control  and  ambient  air  standards.  At  the  end  of  1976,  this  program  was 
virtually  completed,  at  a  cost  in  excess  of  $60  million.  The  first  phase  of  the  program 
included  the  installation  of  water  cooled  converter  hoods,  a  sulfuric  acid  plant,  a  new  flue 
system,  a  computerized  monitoring  network,  a  baghouse  to  control  more  than  99  per  cent 
of  particulate  emissions  and  auxilliary  equipment.  An  electric  furnace  and  fluo  solids 
reactor,  which  are  now  operational,  constituted  the  major  portion  of  the  second  phase  of 
the  program.  And  this  year  the  sulfuric  acid  plant  will  be  expanded,  which  will  complete 
construction  and  enable  Anaconda  to  comply  with  the  stipulation  agreed  to  with  the  State 
c«f  Montana  specifying  75  per  cent  retention  of  S02. 

Anaconda  will  also  spend  $35  million  in  the  next  three  years  at  Columbia  Falls  to  adapt 
new  pollution  control  technology  to  the  aluminum  reduction  plant.  This  program  will 
substantially  reduce  emissions  from  the  plant,  provide  more  efficient  use  of  electrical  power 
and  assure  compliance  with  Montana  air  quality  regulations. 

In  1973,  Anaconda’s  Butte  Operations  received  a  Gold  Medal  Award  from  the  Sports 
Foundation  Inc.  for  outstanding  achievement  in  the  fight  against  water  pollution.  The 
discharge  control  system  for  Butte  and  Anaconda  operations  has  a  treatment  efficiency  of 
better  than  99  per  cent,  and  it  has  contributed  significantly  to  the  dramatic  improvement  of 
water  quality  in  Silver  Bow  Creek  and  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Clark  Fork  River.  The  most 
profound  evidence  of  the  success  of  these  programs,  however,  is  the  fact  that  trout  have 
returned  to  the  Clark  Fork  just  below  the  Warm  Springs  settling  ponds  and  a  sport  fishery 
has  been  established  on  this  stretch  of  the  river. 

Anaconda  has  also  achieved  positive  results  from  a  number  of  land  reclamation 
programs  on  areas  disturbed  by  mining  and  metallurgical  operations.  Test  plots  on  the 
slopes  of  the  Continental  East  Pit  have  demonstrated  good  growth  characteristics  and  have 
contributed  to  the  research  information  that  will  be  the  basis  for  successful  reclamation 
programs  in  the  future. 

The  tailings  dumps  at  the  Anaconda  Smelter  have  been  reshaped,  treated  with  limes¬ 
tone,  veneered  with  topsoil  and  planted.  This  procedure  has  eliminated  the  dust  conditions 
which  were  a  problem  in  the  area  for  years,  and  when  the  reclamation  project  is  completed 
this  year,  a  vegetative  cover  will  be  established  on  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  dumps. 

The  Anaconda  Company  supports  rational  policies  that  control  pollution  and  protect 
the  environment  without  unnecessarily  penalizing  industry  and  cancelling  the  economic 
opportunities  to  which  the  people  of  this  state  are  entitled.  Anaconda  and  its  5500 
employees  in  this  state  believe  that  Montanans  should  be  able  to  live  in  a  quality  environ¬ 
ment  and  work  in  a  strong  economy.
